The company agrees to spend $500,000 on its 
mills and to operate the same, so as to assure a daily out 
put of 150 tons, and to employ 250 hands on the average 
for ten months in the year. 

The agreement is dated March 3, 1902, and the company 
agrees to spend $100,000 within eighteen months, and an 
additional $200,000 within two years and the balance of 
$200,000 within three years; that is to say, by March 3, 
1905. 

The Government, in consideration thereof, gives the com 
pany the exclusive right to cut pulp wood on an irregular 
area of about 38 miles square, lying, roughly speaking, be 
tween the Blanche River Pulp Company’s concession and 
the height of land, and lying east of the Sturgeon Falls

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THE LABOR SITUATION. 


Reports as to [It from Both the East 
and the West. 


Threatened Troubles at the International Mills at Water- 
town, N. Y., Avoided—The Strike in the Fox 
River Valley—Change of Hours at 
Combined Locks Mill. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., March 10, 1902.—The labor troubles 
that were threatened by the closing of two mills operated 
by the International Paper Company in this city have been 
avoided, and the mills will resume operations this week 
President Mackey, of the United Brotherhood of Paper 
Makers, with Frank L. Blair and O. W. Palmer, of Water 
town Lodge, went to New York last Wednesday and had 
a conference with officials of the International Paper Com 
pany. Though the details of this conference are not given 
out the incidents that brought it about are freely dis 
cussed. The facts of the case as stated by Brotherhood 
officials are that about three weeks ago the Watertown 
Union forwarded to the International Paper Company, at 
New York, a request that the company close its local 
mills from 6 Saturday night till 7 Monday morning, in 
stead of running Saturday nights until 7 Sunday morning, 
as it had been doing to a considerable extent. The fact 
was cited that the men had worked the extra time almost 
constantly since the new shorter week schedule went into 
effect last July, to oblige the company, though the com 
pany itself granted the shorter day. At the time of the 
adoption of that schedule the effect was to increase the 
wages of the night tour men, the tours changing each 
week, for no cut was made in pay, though the mills were 
shut down every Saturday night at 6. The men, at the 
company’s request, have, however, worked nearly every 
Saturday night since. While they have been paid for the 
extra time, the total being greater than under the old plan, 
their position is that they want the time off rather than 
the extra pay, the same as it was before the institution of 
the shorter day. No reply to this request was received 
from New York, and on February 24 the union sent a 
formal request for the shorter week for machine room 
employees, a Saturday half holiday for finishing room em 
ployees without a cut in pay, claiming that the work could 
be kept up as well under that plan, and time and a half 
allowance for Sunday repair work. The only reply, di 


rectly or indirectly, to this communication came in the 


shape of a prompt visit by Superintendent Gleesettle to 
Mills A and B, when he informed the foremen that orders 
had arrived to close the mills a week ago last Saturday 
night and discharge every man After his conference with 
the officials of the International Paper Company last week 
President Mackey left at once for Millinocket, Me., to 
meet officials of the Great Northern Paper Company, who 
want to operate their mills on the three tour system, pro 


viding competing mills are obliged to follow their exam 


ple. Mr. Mackey has not returned nor has he given the 
details of his conferences in New York and Millinocket 
but it is evident that results are satisfactory, so far as the

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MILLS HAVE ORDERS IN PLENTY. 





No Complaint That the Demand on First Hands Is Slow 
—Teamsters’ Strike Interferes With Trade in 
Boston—Jobbing Trade Very Fair. 





This week some complaint is heard in the New York 
market over the state of trade. Whether this is due to a 
feeling of disappointment because business did not in- 
crease greatly with the advent of pleasant weather is an 
open question. However, it is a fact that buyers have this 
week shown a disposition to wait a little while longer 
before placing their orders. In doing this they are evi- 
dently waiting to see how much strength the spring trade 
develops. Still, notwithstanding this feature of the mar- 
ket, there is a good business being done in all grades of 
paper. As stated last week, the uncertainty in regard to 
the labor agitation has forced the manufacturers of news 
paper to withdraw all quotations. The sales agents of the 
big news companies are in consequence “going very 
slow,” so they say, in accepting new business. They are 
taking some orders at the old prices, namely 2.30 cents 
for rolls and 23 cents for sheets, but they are not making 
any promises about delivery. As ior contracts they would 
not be accepted at any price. It happens, however, that 
there are no big contracts about to expire at just this 
time. All the news mills are reported full of orders, and 
the market is in good condition, barring the threatened 
labor troubles. Manilas are moving well at about the old 
figures, but there is no specified activity to the demand 
for them. Of manilas it is said that there are more offer- 
ings being made than of the other kinds of paper. In 
regard to book paper the buyers are now inclined to think 
that the market is a little easier, as some of the mills are 
at present filling orders with greater despatch than for- 
merly. As far as can be learned, however, there has 
been no change in the prices on either machine finished 
or super. On writings the market is in fair condition. 
Much more could be done on certain grades and on special 
orders if the mills could promise delivery within a short 
time. This a large number of them cannot do. Boards 
continue in good demand. Some of the mills have caught 
up a little on their orders, still the situation has not 
changed very much from that of last month. All the 
board mills are full of orders, and as a result there is con- 
siderable complaint in the market because the mills 
cannot take on a lot of current business. A few of the 
board manufacturers are taking advantage of the situa- 
tion and are asking more money for their products. 


Holyoke Mills Well Supplied With Orders. 


Western Massachusetts Office,

It is remarkable with what a steady flow orders keep 
coming into the mills. The local mills have at the present 
time as many orders on hand as they have had for months, 
and there is every prospect of a continuation of their be- 
ing flooded with orders in the future. 

Manufacturers tell me that there has not been a winter 
for many years where orders have been received with such 
a regularity as during the present winter. The demand for 
all grades of paper has been good, and no one line has seemed 
to be a better seller than any other line, although the bet- 
ter grades of paper have perhaps sold with greater ease than 
the cheaper grades.. Ledger papers have been in good de- 
mand, and one mill man said recently that the manner in 
which these papers had sold would indicate that all of the 
business houses were buying new books. Another reason 
assigned for the demand on these finer grades of paper is 
that the people are using a better grade of paper for all 
purposes than was used some few years ago. 

The demand for book papers in this section has materially 
increased of late, as has been mentioned in these columns, 
and the sale was above the average last week. The mills in 
this city, Westfield, Turners Falls, South Hadley Falls and 
further down the valley all report as much business on 
hand as they can handle. The mills at North Wilbraham 
and in Berkshire County are also rushed with orders, and 
if the business continues to increase for another year as it 
has in the past year some of the mills will needs be en- 
larged to handle their trade. Ferry. 


Boston Business Hurt by Teamsters’ Strike.

The local paper trade, in common with most lines of 
city business, is somewhat interrupted this week because 
of a strike among the teamsters which on Monday 
morning became very general. There is not a single 
paper jobbing firm in town able to get paper from the 
freight depots or able to make a shipment for the want 
of teams to do the hauling. The striking teamsters have 
made exceptions in favor of the daily papers so as not to 
inconvenience the press. Such teams as are engaged 
in the hauling of paper to the several newspaper offices 
carry big placards upon which is printed the name’ of the

newspaper in whose service the team is engaged. These 
placards protect the teamsters from interference. The 
express companies, however, are running their teams 
without any trouble, so that parties wanting small quanti 
ties of paper and willing to pay “express charges’’ are 
not so badly inconvenienced. How long this strike will 
last no one can now say; but every effort is being made 
to bring it to an early close. In the meantime, dealers 
are booking orders and the packing rooms are being 
piled high with cases and bundles to be shipped when 
conditions permit. The manufacturing end of the busi- 
ness continues to move along in good shape, every mill 
being well supplied with orders. The tone of the market 
remains firm at ruling quotations.

Time of Delivery More Important Than Price.

PHILADELPHIA, March 11, 1902.—"It’s the fellow who has 
the goods on him who gets the orders’’ was the concise 
comment of a jobber asked to define conditions during the 
past week. Fractions of a cent in price quotations, he 
said, were of less moment than a day or two in time of 
delivery. Demand is normally good, and only the desire 
of consumers for immediate or early delivery allows an 
opportunity for advances in price. Some little difficulty has 
been experienced with white paper, owing to muddy water, 
but the troubles are slight. 

The spring demand for building paper, though not ac- 
tively in progress, gives promise of being heavy. Manu- 
facturers generally have not been able to accumulate large 
stocks, because of water excesses, high and low, and it is 
probable that the end of the first two or three weeks of 
the season will bring with it a slight increase in price. 

There has been unusual activity in news during the week, 
because of the report that a third Philadelphia newspaper 
was ready to join the others who recently made contracts 
with the Great Northern Company in place of the Inter- 
national Paper Company, and of the further fact that news 
is the only class of paper which can be had from the New 
England States without long delay from the freight 
tie-up. E. R. G.

The paper trade of Chicago continues to be in good 
condition. Business last week was large, and the demand 
for paper in all the principal grades continues unabated.

Miami Valley Trade More Active. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, March 10, 1902.—Despite interriiption to 
business by the elements, trade has forged ahead remark 
ably well during the past few days. Belated orders are 
coming in from the East, while traveling men who are pos 
sibly still digging their way out of drifts are gradually 
reporting a more active business. Even in the State of 
Ohio much mconyvenience was experienced. A_ peculiar 
feature of the storm was the fact that towns only a few 
miles distant from Dayton were in the grip of the storm 
king, while in Dayton only a little erratic March weather 
characterized the change of seasons. For instance, the 
Mead Papér Company’s mills at Chillicothe were in a 
veritable bank of snow, while the company’s plant in Day- 
ton did not even have a thin covering of “the beautiful.” 
This varying condition is accounted for possibly, by the 


protection of the hills on the sides of the Miami Valley. 
The spring trade has more than fairly started and it prom- 
ises to continue apace without much interruption. Prices 
are stationary and decidedly firm, and orders are satisfac- 
tory. The very best grades of paper are in demand, it 
seems.

Paper Company. It will be remembered that this com- 
pany entered into an agreement with its men to close its 
mill at midnight Saturday night, permit no work to be 
done Sunday, do repair work Monday morning and start 
the mill on Monday as soon as practicable after the re- 
pair work was done. The new arrangement is to shut 
down at midnight Saturday and remain shut down until 
Monday noon. This gives the men the reduction in hours 
that they asked for, the only change being that Saturday 
night work is substituted for Monday morning work. “The 
reason this substitution is desirable is due to water power 
conditions, the power, on account of the shutting down 
of the mills above on Sunday, being always poor on Mon- 
day morning, while it is normal Saturday nights. 

The mills in the Fox River Valley where the strike is 
on are being operated the same as they have been for a 
week or two past, the manufacturers claiming that so far 
as their convenience is concerned or the quantity and 
quality of their product, the strike no longer exists.

Strike in Wisconsin River Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., March 10, 1902.—The labor situation 
on the Wisconsin River is practically unchanged since 
last week. The strike has not spread to any other mills, 
but is confined to those of the Plover Paper Company 
and the Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp Company. It 
is claimed by these companies that the inconvenience at 
first occasioned by a portion of the employees quitting 
work has been overcome and that the mills are being run 
at full capacity without any difficulty. 

“At the mill of the Plover Paper Company,” said Sec- 
retary C. A. Babcock to your correspondent, “the strike 
has not caused us to lose 15,000 pounds of product, so 
you see we have not suffered very greatly.”

Sorghum Cane Paper. 

INDEPENDENCE, Kan., March 10, 1902.—The business 
men of Independence have concluded and signed a con- 
tract with the Adamson Manufacturing Company, com- 
posed of Chicago and Eastern capitalists, to locate in this 
city a plant to manufacture sugar, paper pulp and cellulose 
from sorghum cane. This company owns the patents for 
manufacturing these products by a new process and has 
already let contracts for twenty carloads of machinery and 
for the buildings. The Santa Fé Railway has ordered the 
building of a railway switch to the 40 acre tract, which is 
just north of the Ellsworth Paper Mill on the river. 

The company has ample capital and located here by the 
influence of the Independent Gas Cémpany and the lead- 
ing business men, who furnish a gas well, water and loca- 
tion.

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THE THREE TOUR SYSTEM. 


F. W. Bird & Son, East Walpole, Mass., Adopt It—They 
Will Test It for One Year Without Material 
Reduction in Pay. 








East Watpote, Mass., March 5, 1902. 
Editor of the Paper Trade Journal: 

Dear Str—We have ‘just posted the following notice in 
our mills here at East Walpole to our tour workers: 

“For one year we are going to test an eight (8) hour 
basis for tour workers without material reduction in pay. 
We doubt whether we can stand the increased cost, and if 
we find we cannot we shall be obliged to adopt the 
longer hours in use in other mills. 

“Whether or not we shal continue the eight (8) hour 
basis depends largely upon you. If by increased attention 
and care you can save us a part of the increased cost, then 
we shall continue on the eight (8) hour system. We hope 
and believe you will do your utmost to make the loss to 
us as light as possible. We shall make the change as soon 
as we can get the additional men.

We have gone into this after a long and careful consid- 
eration of all the possible ways of changing the present 
schedule, and, although this is in a way an extreme meas- 
ure, any other plan is simply a makeshift, and sooner or 
later is seems to us all mills will have to come to the same 
schedule. Twelve and thirteen hours in a paper mill is 
too long to expect any man to work, and work well. We 
believe the three eight hour tours is the only fair and 
humane basis, so we are going to try it for a year.

Employees Object to Three Tour System. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Watertown, N. Y., March 12, 1902.—The three tour 
system, proposed by the Great Northern Paper Company, 
as noted in THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL of February 27, 


has been discussed to some extent by mill owners and 
their employees in the Black River Valley. So far as em- 
ployees are concerned they have no liking whatever for 
the three tour plan in the operation of paper mills. The 
system would make necessary the education of a new set 
of men, and it would also no doubt result in a lowering 
of wages paid machine tenders and engine men. With a 
third more men educated for this part of the work dull 
times would leave many men out of employment and 
bring competition in the labor market that would be dis- 
astrous to many paper mill workers. Jn speaking of the 
matter the other day one of the brightest workers in the 
mills of this city said “it would be far better for all con- 
cerned to work two tours under the old plan than to 
create a new set of paper makers. The same views will 
probably be taken by about every intelligent paper maker 
in the country.” ; 

The manufacturers’ view of the three tour system is well 
set forth by one of the leading men in the business in this 
city, who said to me yesterday that so far as he knew 
no manufacturer in Northern New York favored it. The 
50 per cent. increase of wages that would figure in the 
cost of producing paper would be an injury to the manu- 
facturer, but the employee would be the greatest sufferer 
in the long run. “In the paper making trade,” said he, 
“there are few good men to-day without employment. 
The skilled labor required in paper mills commands good 
wages. The steady man and the skillful man is gener- 
ally a fixture, and does not have to tramp over the coun- 
try looking for a job. Such men settle down in a place 
and buy a home. They form social and family ties that 
are hard to break. As things are now they don’t have to 
break them. Educate a third more men to do the work 
that is now being done by the paper makers of the coun- 
try, and where would you be in dull times? There would 
be a surplus of skilled labor, and the law of supply and 
demand would get in its work on the matter of wages. 
No paper maker would be so sure of his job, and none 
sure of getting back in the old place if mills were tempo- 
rarily shut down. I understand that the contention of 
the United Brotherhood of Paper Makers for a shorter 
week is based on the point that the fast running ma- 


chines of to-day exhaust the energies of the men in 
charge of them to such a degree that a shorter week is 
more desirable than more pay. I do not take that view of 
the situation. The well paid machine tender in a paper 
mill is a man who ought to work with his brain to a con- 
siderable extent. By proper direction of his assistants he 
can save himself much of the worry and hard work. 
One of the best machine tenders in the Black River 
Valley is a man with one arm. That man uses his brain 
in the performance of his daily duties. Conditions are 
such in the paper trade that manufacturers want to run 
their plants to their greatest capacity, six months in the 
year at least. The demand for paper in the winter months, 
as is well known, is greater than in the summer. That is 
the time we want to run our mills. The contention of 
Brotherhood members for a sixty-five-hour week is not 
objected to. We are willing to pay extra for labor be- 
yond the sixty-five hours. If we could have our mills 
run on the old plan in the winter and on the Brother- 
hood’s plan in the summer there would be no fault tound 
in Northern New York. I look upon some arrange- 
ment of this sort as more favorable to employees and 
more satisfactory to manufacturers than any three tour 
system that can be devised. If business continues as 
good as it is at the present time, seven days a week and 
twenty-four hours a day would not be too long a week 
for most of our mills, which are now running on the union 
schedule. As yet, however, we have not asked for any 
concessions.” B.

Frambach, of Kaukauna, is actively engaged, and of which 
he is to have the business management. Some further 
details respecting this enterprise are now available. Colo- 
nel Frambach expects to have matters arranged so that 
work upon the new plant can be begun some time this 
season. According to present plans the plant will be a very 
large one, involying an outlay for construction of about 
$750,000. The company is to be known as the Cheboygan 
Paper Company, and the officers will probably be as fol- 
lows: President, Col. H. A. Frambach; vice-president, A.

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ORGANIZED INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH 


Clayton Beadle Writes Concerning the Necessity of It— 
Where It Is Required in Paper Making—Some of 
the Problems to Be Solved, 





In my lecture before the Society of Arts I only touched 
on the subject of the necessity for organized industrial re- 
search, says Clayton Beadle, in the World’s Paper Trade 
Review. As my remarks have hardly been understood, 
{ should like to give a few instances where, in my opinion, 
research might well be prosecuted to the advantage of 
the paper trade. 

Industrial research is required in all branches of paper 
making, but I will begin with the action of the Hollander. 
A beaterman is working practically in the dark from an 
economic point of view; he knows nothing of how the 
power is heing absorbed. By a slight turn of the handle 
he can make the beater consume perhaps double the 
amount of power necessary to effect the disintegration 
without getting a better result. In the ordinary way there 
is no means of ascertaining the pressure of the fly bars 
on the bed plate, except by the feel or vibration. 

As regards the consumption of power per cwt. of 
pulp we know practically nothing, nor have we any means 
of ascertaining the distance between the fly bars and the 
bed plate, which is absolutely necessary for economic 
beating. I have recently received a communication from a 
well-known paper making chemist in the States, who in- 
forms me that he is having a beater constructed with a 
fine adjustment for the roll by means of which he can 
raise and lower the roll to a hundredth part of an inch, 
and at the same time record the exact distance between 
the bed plate and the fly bars, which will enable him to 
control the beating with the least possible expenditure of 
energy. 

T hope shortly to publish some diagrams showing by 
means of a seli-recording dynamometer the power con- 
sumed during every moment of the beating. These re- 
sults will I think at once demonstrate the utter want of 
knowledge we possess on this subject. A few diagrams 
show that the beating as generally conducted is consum- 
ing far more power than it need be, and that we are prac- 
tically working in the dark. Beating from the economic 


point of view requires the most careful investigation. 
This can only be done by a series of organized trials. I 
do not see that such work can be conducted in an ordi- 
nary paper mill, because it is impossible to keep the ma- 
chinery waiting, but it could be done in some place set 
apart with proper machinery and testing appliances, and 
devoted solely to this kind of work. 

One might enumerate quite a number of physical prob- 
lems of which we have only a vague understanding at 
present, and which require careful study. Take, for in- 
stance, the question of heating the stuff as it passes on 
to the machine. We all know that it is done for certain 
purposes, but we do not know what effect every degree 
rise of temperature has upon the web of paper. In other 
words, we can give no numerical expression as to the in- 
fluence of heat upon the stuff as it passes over the wire. 

The shake of the machine is another thing. We can 
vary the length of the shake and the rapidity of the shake 
as well as the speed of the machine and the flow of the 
stuff, but what is the exact influence of the rapidity of 
the shake in relation to the speed of the wire and to the 
other factors? We have here, reducing it to first prin- 
ciples, certain factors operating together to bring about 
the felting of the web of paper; each factor has some in- 
fluence on the result. 

We have accumulated a great deal of experience from 
everyday routine work, which has brought us to a certain 
degree of excellence of manufacture. There we are likely 
to dwell. To attain to a higher degree of economy, effi- 
ciency and excellence of manufacture, something more is 
wanted than rule of thumb and everyday experience, which 
have so far served their purpose well. What we want 
now is to study the general principles of paper manufac- 
ture by employing scientific method of procedure. Their 
methods are bound to reveal many deficiencies, and at the 
same time are bound to indicate the way to greater econ- 
omy and excellence. The problems are partly chemical 
and partly physical, but for the most part combine the 
two I think we must all agree that such work as the 
above should be carried out in the interests of the trade 
in a systematic way, and the results most carefully re- 
corded and imparted to members of the trade. How is 
this work to be accomplished? Any one individual firm 
with sufficient enterprise to undertake such work would 
naturally make use of it solely for their own advantage. 


New Agreement with Sturgeon Falls Pulp Co. 


Toronto, March 10, 1902.—The new agreement with the 
Sturgeon Fails Pulp Company, Limited, just reported to 
the Provincial authorities, first recites the trouble and liti- 
gation with Edward Lloyd, Limited, of England, which 
caused the delay in carrying out the company’s previous 
agreement. This agreement to spend $1,000,000 before Oc 
tober 6, 1901, is void by default, although the report of the 
department says that the company has expended $370,000 
in plant and machinery, and will have a 100-ton mill in op- 
eration this summer. The new agreement with the Sturgeon 
Falls Company provides that additional expenditures of 
$50,000 shall be made before July 1 next, a further $100,000 
before September 1 next, another $150,000 before June 1, 
1903, and the total balance of $320,009 before July 1, 1904. 
The company is permitted to transfer its rights to the Im- 
perial Paper Mills of Canada, Limited. 

It would seem from this that Mr. Bremner, the leading 
spirit of the company, is seeking reorganization, and will 
be known under a new name. The trouble with the Lloyds 
is known throughout England, the colonies and the United 
States, and if Mr. Bremner contemplated financiering his 
company the Imperial Paper Mills of Canada, Limited, is 
certainiy a much better sounding title than the Sturgeon 
Falls Pulp Company. 

The renewing of concessions and the granting of new 
ones have caused some of the members of Parliament to 
ask many questions. The Hon. Mr. Davis, who represents 
the Government, in answer to some of these, informed Mr. 
Morrison that 10,000 cords of pulp wood cut on the Crown 
lands last year were exported. The exporters were the 
North Shore Timber Company, which had a special char- 
ter permitting it to do so. 

Mr. Davis also informed Mr. Thompson that Chew 
Brothers had been given 4,000,000 feet of timber, board 
measure, in lieu of their claim on certain islands in the 
Georgian Bay. 

Mr. Carnegie was of an inquiring turn of mind, and 
asked the Government: “What is the area of land covered 
by the owners of pulp concessions granted by the Govern- 
ment since 1894? How many cords of pulp wood may be 
cut on the concessions granted to them?” 

These questions Mr. Davis promised to answer late in

AMERICAN ALKALI COMPANY. 


Four Stockholders Charge Fraud and Seek to Have the 
Corporation Dissolyed— The Company Was Formed 
to Make Caustic and Bleach. 


Trenton, N. J., March 11, 1902.—Charging fraud, four 
stockholders of the American Alkali Company to-day filed 
a bill in the United States Circuit Court here asking that 
the company be dissolved, and its affairs wound up. 

The charge is made by Winfield S. Campbell, Washing- 
ton Righter, David S. Thompson and W. Paul Subers, of 
Philadelphia. Campbell owned 5,100 shares, Righter 100 
shares, Subers 20 shares, and Thompson 8,700 shares of 
preferred stock. The latter also held 700 shares of com- 
mon stock. 

The company was organized in New Jersey in April, 
1899, with a capital stock of $30,000,000, divided into 480,- 
ooo shares of common stock and 120,000 shares of preferred 
stock at a par value of $50 each. 

It was ‘formed for the purpose of manufacturing caustic 
soda and bleaching powder by what is known as the “elec- 
trolytic process.” W. W. Gibbs promoted the company, 
and the bill states that Gibbs pretended to act for the bene- 
fit of the company, but prior to its organization negotiated 
an agreement with the Commercial Development Corpora- 
tion, Limited, of England, whereby the latter agreed to 
transfer and assign to the defendant, when organized, the 
patent rights of the soda and bleaching powder, for which 
the London company should nominally receive 480,000 
shares of common stock and $1,000,000 in cash. 

The bill asserts that it was secretly agreed between 
Gibbs and the London corporation that the latter should 
retain only 240,000 shares of the stock of the defendant 
company, of which Gibbs should receive 120,000 shares 
and $500,000 of the $1,000,000 involved as his compensa- 
tion for organizing the American company and selling 
the patents. 

It is charged that the American company purchased 
the patents and issued to the London company, in part 
payment, all of its common stock, 480,000 shares; that 
of this common stock 120,000 shares were transferred by 
the London company to Gibbs, in accordance with the 
secret agreement with him, and that he was paid $500,000. 

The bill charges that the cash was equally divided be 
tween the London company and Gibbs, according to their

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secret agreement, and that the fraudulent scheme was con- 
cocted by Gibbs, and that he misappropriated to himself 
and his appointees excessive salaries. 

Soon after the incorporation of the company it organ- 
ized the Canadian Electro-Chemical Company, Limited, 
through which it established at Sault Ste. Marie, Canada, 
a plant, expending therefor $246,142.59, which plant was 
put in operation in January, 1901, and continued until 
September 25, 1901, at a great loss to the defendant. 

A test was made of the bleaching process, and it was 
demonstrated that it was an absolute failure. 

It is claimed that on the Philadelphia Stock Exchange 
the preferred stock cannot be sold at any price, and 
the transactions in the common stock are insignificant, 
and that the company is unlikely ever to pay dividends. 

The bill prays that the company may be enjoined from 
prosecuting assessment suits and from further prosecuting 
the business, except to preserve its assets and wind up the 
business. 





The patent rights under which the American Alkali 
Company first operated were originally secured for the 
United States and Canada by Hermite & Dabose and 
John C. A. Rhodin. The company’s office is at 815 Drex- 
el Building, Philadelphia, and its management is in the 
hands of the following officers: W. W. Gibbs, president; 
F. H, Clergue, vice-president and general manager; 
George Philler, second vice-president; Clayton E. Platt, 
secretary and treasurer. The board of directors is com- 
posed of W. W. Gibbs, F. H. Clergue, George Philler, 
Samuel R. Shipley, Dr. Herbert Jf. Howe, W. M. Kerr 
and Ernest E. Davies.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Dayton, Ohio, March 10, 1902.—President J. H. Vaile, 
of the. Stilwell-Bierce & Smith-Vaile Company, is con- 
siderably puzzled over several problems which are con- 
fronting the company since it has decided to rebuild its 
factories in North Dayton. “We propose to more than 
double our capacity,” said he in discussing the improve- 
ment, “and as we have about I,100 men on our pay roll 
at this time we naturally expect to double the number of 
employees. At least 2,000 men will be given employment. 
We have plans made for several extensive buildings, in- 
cluding machine shops, foundries, &c., which will be 
erected near the Smith-Vaile shops in North Dayton. 
Owing to insufficient sewerage in that district we are at a 
loss to know how to proceed. If it is possible to con- 
struct a sanitary sewer system to connect with the Dayton 
system this may be done, but we expect co-operation 
from the municipality.” 

This improvement will involve a heavy expenditure, 
but it is made imperative by the rapidly increasing busi- 
ness, which has extended largely to foreign countries. 
The present plants—three in number—will be abandoned, 
and the hydraulic controlled by the company  sub-let. 
“We expect to be able to lease our factories to a number 
of smaller concerns,” remarked Mr. Vaile, “and I believe 
that many industrial companies will be glad of the oppor- 
tunity of taking them.” 

Mr. Vaile called on the Board of City Affairs and dis- 
cussed the improvement and asked for assistance in meet- 
ing the problem of sanitation. He also inquired as to the 
arrangements mad- with the company in barring up the 
windows of the old Smith-Vaile buildings to prevent the 
possibility of floods should Mad River overflow. He 
agreed to make any arrangement which might be to the 
advantage of North Dayton. By the erection of a new 
factory all shops will be in a cluster, while under the 
present plan one factory is located in Dayton View, an- 
other in North Dayton and still another in South Park. 
The transportation expenses have been abnormal, and all 
conditions impelled a grouping of plants as a remedial 
measure. M. V.

the injury of their business. They declare that the sup- 
ply of pulp wood here is rapidly diminishing, and that by 
reason of the tariff the cost of Canadian wood to the 
United States paper maker is increased, so that when he 
sells his product to the newspaper publisher he must, of 
course, keep his price proportionately higher than he 
would were there no tariff at all. To one ignorant of the 
real facts in the case these appeals for the placing of 
pulp and paper on the free list may seem reasonable, but 
a little investigation shows that they are the exact re- 


verse. 


In the first place, the attitude of those of the newspaper 
publishers who are seeking a repeal of that portion of the 
tariff law placing a duty on pulp and paper is selfish in 
the extreme. Such publishers can fairly urge for their 
side of the contention no argument save that the tariff is 
placed on an article that they purchase. They care noth- 
ing for the public good. They complain of no combina- 
tion in the paper trade save the one that is the largest 
single manufacturer of the white paper on which they 
print their papers. They have seen the making of news 
paper grow to its present proportions, and the price of 
the product steadily go to a lower level, under a pro- 
tective tariff. They have been the greatest beneficiaries of 
that growth and of that decreased price. Their present 
prosperity and importance are due in a very large meas- 
ure—larger than they are perhaps willing fo admit—to 
the fact that the United States paper maker has been 
able to enormously increase his product and decrease his 
selling price, but all these matters are cast to the winds 
as of no account at the present time. 

The newspaper publisher says that his subscription 
price is fixed and cannot be increased when fhe price of 
white paper is advanced. That argument might at least 
have a feature of consistency had the newspaper publisher 
shown the slightest willingness to decrease his subscrip- 
tion price when the paper market was at its lowest level. 
Then, again, subscription rates are fixed by the publishers 
themselves, and even were they as immovable as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians, advertising rates are 
not, and it is in evidence that both subscription prices and 
advertising rates were advanced when white paper was 
selling at considerably less than it is to-day.

It would seem 
to be a most absurd and illogical request. He, however, 
insists that he is not like the rest of mankind, and that 
no matter how many combinations there may be in other 
divisions of the paper trade, any combination that dares 
to enter that part of the industry that supplies him with 
his white paper should at once be declared a vile thing 
and compelled to go out of business. 

There is ample competition to-day in the news field, 
and there will be more in a little while, for other ma- 
chines are being built and will be installed in mills now 
in progress of construction. The market for news has 
been kept up by a demand for product caused by a suc- 
cession of events of widespread intefest, and by virtue 
of this very demand newspaper publishers have added to 
their bank accounts to no inconsiderable extent. There 
has been no accumulation of stocks, and so long as there 
is a demand in excess of the capacity of the mills to 
supply, just so long will prices remain at the higher level. 


But even at that higher level the United States news- 





paper publisher is paying less money for his white paper 
than are his fellow publishers in many other countries. 
Canadian pulp wood is not the salvation of the United 
States paper maker. Canada, according to the most re- 
cent census figures, now supplies about one-sixth of the 
pulp wood used in United States mills; but to say that it 
would be a good thing to turn over to Canada the mak- 
ing of our pulp (and that is what a repeal of the tariff 
would mean), even though a newspaper publisher de- 


mands it, would seem to be the height of folly.

The three tour system has come in evidence quite prom- 
inently of-late. In the news line the Great Northern Paper 
Company has adopted the system, while bya letter printed 
in this issue of THe Paper Trape JouRNAL it will be seen 
that in the building and insulating paper line F. W. Bird 
& Son, of East Walpole, Mass., have decided to give the 
three shift plan a trial for a year. It is somewhat interest- 
ing to note that tour workers are not unanimous in their 
approval of the eight hour schedule, and some of them 
present reasons why it would be to their disadvantage. In 
an interview forwarded by our Watertown, N. Y., corre- 
spondent, a tour worker points out the fact that with the 
three tour plan in operation there will be a large increase 
in the number of machine tenders, and that in dull times 
the number of unemployed skilled men will be propor- 
tionately larger than at present, while under all circum- 
stances the increase in the number of men able to run ma- 
chines will tend to reduce the rate of wages. At present 
there is not a sufficient number of competent machine 
tenders to put the new plan in operation in all mills, even 
if employers were willing to generally adopt it. They are 
not willing so to do, because it means to them a large in- 
crease in the cost of manufacturing paper. 





The New York Senate has passed a measure providing 
that “the Legislature may authorize the sale and removal 
of hemlock, spruce, pine balsam or other soft woods, if 
more than 10 inches in diameter, 3 feet from the ground. 
The proceeds of such sales shall be set apart in a separate 
fund known as the Forest Preserve Fund, and shall be used 
only to care for and extend the forests of the State in the 
Forest Preserve. Roads may be built in the Forest Pre- 
serve, but franchises shall not be granted for railroads or 
street surface railroads upon or across any part of the 
Forest Preserve, nor shall such railroads be maintained.” 
This bill nullifies the provision in the constitution of 1895 
prohibiting the cutting of timber on State forest lands, and 
as“it has met with obstacles in the Assembly it is now 
predicted that it will not become a law. 


Some of the stockholders of the American Alkali Com- 
pany, a corporation organized to manufacture caustic soda 
and bleaching powder, have asked the courts to dissolve 
the company. They make some charges of fraud, and in- 
cidentally they aver that the bleaching powder produced 
by the electrolytic process owned by the company was 
worthless. The subsequent proceedings ought to be of de- 
cided interest. 


There is not much change reported in the labor situa- 
tion at Watertown, N. Y. The mills A and B of the In- 
ternational Paper Company, that were suddenly shut down 
about ten days ago, are again in operation, the misunder- 
standing with employees having been cleared up. In Wis- 
consin matters remain as they were, neither side having 
made any new move. An early settlement of the matter 
would probably be of advantage to all concerned.

Canadian Forestry Association. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, March 10, 1902,—-The Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation held its third annual meeting at the Parliament 
Buildings here last week. There was a good attendance, 
and many interesting papers were read. A paper by Sir H. 
Joly on “Eastern Forest Trees,” grown at Victoria, 
B. C., from seeds imported from the East was read. 
Thomas Southworth gave a most interesting lecture on 
“Forestry in Ontario” and Dr. B. E. Fernow, principal 
of the New York State College of Forestry, gave an 
evening lecture in the Normal School on “Evolution of a 
Forest Growth.” The following day Dr. Fernow spoke 
of the experiments made by him in Nebraska in tree 
growing. Professor Macoun, assistant director of the 
Geological Survey, read an interesting paper on “The 
Second Discovery of the West.” Dr, William Saunders, 
director of the Central Experimental Farm, spoke on 
“The Work and Influence of the Experimental Farms in 
Promoting Tree Planting in the Canadian Northwest.” 
Several other interesting papers were submitted and dis- 
cussed, prominent among them being “The Work of the 
Forestry Bureau for the Dominion in Tree Planting on 
the Plains,” by Norman M. Ross, assistant superintendent 
of forestry for the Dominion; “Forestry in the Schools,” 
by William Pearce, and “Forestry in Prince Edward 
Island,” by Rev. A. E. Burke. 

D. Lorne McGibbon, manager of the Laurentide Pulp 
Company, of Grand Mere, read a paper in which he urged 
that Canada take steps to get a little more profit out of her 
splendid forests of pulp wood than she now gains in per- 
mitting them to be-shipped across to the United States to 
be made up there into paper. Canada, he said, should watch 
her forests as carefully as she guards any other asset she 
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possesses. At present her spruce is exported to the United 
States realizing about $3.50 per cord when shipped across 
the line. That same cord of wood manufactured into paper 
in Canada would bring $40. The raw material is permitted 
to go into the United States without restriction, said Mr. 
McGibbon, while a high tariff is imposed to keep out Cana- 
dian pulp and paper. At present there are over 1,000,000 
cords of pulp wood being exported from Canada annually, 
worth from $3,500,000 to $4,000,000. The converson of this 
raw material into paper on the Canadian side of the bor- 
der would mean an expenditure for labor and material of 
more than $30,000,000 annually. Canada might be this much 
better off if she would adopt the policy that is clearly in 
her own interests.

The Battle Island Paper Company.

Futton, N. Y., March 10, 1902.—At a meeting of the 
stockholders of the Battle Island Paper Company, held 
in Fulton on the 28th ult., as already reported in THE 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL, an additional issue of stock was 
authorized, increasing the capitalization to $600,000. Mr.

It is currently reported that Lawrence Brothers, of 
Lubec, Me., have sold their plant at Jonesboro, Me., to 
parties who will utilize it for a pulp mill.

A special meeting of the shareholders of the Sissiboo 
Pulp and Paper Company, of Nova Scotia, was held for 
the purpose of authorizing the directors to further in- 
crease the capital stock of the company. It was unani- 
mously decided to place the capital at $650,000. 

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., made a 
record last week in unloading and setting up an 18x36 
Corliss steam engine made by the Allis-Chalmers Com- 
pany. The work of unloading from the cars was begun 
Sunday morning and on Friday the engine was turning 
over. No night work was done. 

Edward Hoffman, an employee of the Harvey Paper 
Mill, Wheeling, W. Va., had his foot badly crushed last 
week while helping to haul a load of paper to the depot. 
He had pvt his foot in the wheel of the wagon to serve 
as a lock and when the horses started he slipped, falling 
with his foct directly under the wheel. 

The experiment of William Kingston’s Sons, paper man- 
ufacturers, Little Falls, N. Y., in adopting an earning-shar- 
ing plan will be watched with interest by other manufac- 
turers. The plan is, if the financial results at the close 
of the year will warrant, to pay employees a percentage, 
probably 2 per cent., upon the amount of wages each earns 
during 1902. 
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Merritt W. Corey, while employed at the pulp mill at 
Skowhegan, Me., last week, endeavoring to cut away the 
ice from the mill racks, was suddenly drawn into the fierce 
current with the block of ice on which he was standing and 
immediately precipitated over the falls, disappearing from 
sight, and no trace of the body has been discovered. 

The Orono Pulp and Paper Company, of Bangor, Me., 
has purchased the water power privilege on the Still- 
water River, known as thé Sutton property. This move 
is made in accordance with a plan which the company has 
of installing an electric plant there to furnish power for 
running its pulp and paper mill at Basin Mills, about 3 
miles below.

An Improved Cylinder Machine~An Improved Form of 
Doctor—Drying Pulp on tle Forming Roll of 
a Wet Machine. 


Howard Parker, of Bellows Falls, Vt., has been granted 
patent No, 693,895 for a machine for making paper, the 
special object of the invention being the providing of a 
rotary paper making cylinder, which will very rapidly pick 
up the flakes of the finely divided stuff, extract the greater 
portion of the moisture which is in the material, and deliver 
a continuous semiplastic web of the material in such form 
that it may, upon being subjected to the action of the 
proper mechanism, be rolled or cut into sheets suitable 
for transportation or storing. 

Fig. 1 is a view im side elevation of the machine, parts 
being broken away to better show the construction. Fig. 2 
i$ a cross sectional view; a denotes the tank, in which the 
pulp or stuff is contained and picked up by the paper mak- 
ing roll c. A breasting a’ is arranged lengthwise of the 
tank a, and the pulp or stuff is introduced at the rear of 
this breasting. The breasting a’ does not rise to the full 
height of the tank, and the material entering at the rear 
soon rises and floods over it into the paper making cham- 
ber b. The roll c is made up of a cast metal frame com- 
posed of a number of outwardly extending webs c’, ar- 
ranged about a central core. These webs c’ are curved at 
their outer ends to meet the periphery of the roll and form 
a series of pockets or compartments extending the entire 
length thereof. A special object is attained by curving the 
outer ends of the radially disposed arms or webs, as by 
so doing a means is provided for collecting any moisture 
that leaches through the roll, and such moisture is imme- 
diately withdrawn from contact with the stuff carried upon 
the roll and cannot again come into contact with it. The 
con:partments c’, formed between the several webs, have no 
connection with each other, but each has a port c’, arranged

through thé central core. Disks d, forming end walls ar- 
ranged at each end of the roll, close the ends of the several 
compartments. The central core extends beyond these 
end walls d and forms the shaft upon which the roll turns. 
The roll ¢ has a tubular member f. This tubular member 
is provided with a series of longitudinal compartments 
I f f, extending throughout the length of it and provided 
at its end or ends with connections whereby the several 
compartments f’ f f* are connected with suitable blowers 
for exhausting air or introducing it. The compartments 
f’ f are in connection with the exhaust pipe g, while the 
compartment /* is connected with the blower pipe g’. From 
this arrangement it will be seen that any air or water which 
is in the compartments f’ f will be withdrawn from the 
tubular shaft, at the same time permitting air to be forced 
into the compartment f°. Furthermore, each of these com- 
partments has ports piercing the wall of the tubular shaft 
and adapted to co-operate with ports in the rotary frame 
to subject the several compartments of the frame to the 
different actions—suction and blower—produced by any 
suitable suction and blower mechanism and- made possible 
through these connections of the tubular shaft. While the 
several compartments are divided from each other, each has 
apertures, which, co-operating with the ports in the tubular 
core of the paper making roll, permit the blowers to with- 
draw or introduce aif into the several compartments formed 
by the radial webs c’, and the air thus withdsawWn from the 
compartments co-operates with the perforated surface of 
the roll and forms what is substantially a means for main- 


taining the pulp upon the surface of the roll. In the same 


way the air which is introduced to the compartments by a 
blower co-operates with the compartments and roll and 
effects a means for renfoving the web of material .which 
has been formed on the roll. 


To provide a comparatively even peripheral surface to 
which the wire gauze or screen may be applied, a series of 
grooves or notches are cut in the outer edges of the several 
webs, and in these grooves are located rings c*. After the 
rings are in place a spiral groove or thread is cut about 
the webs and inserted rings, and in this groove is wound 
and secured a metallic band. The wire gauze A is drawn 
tightly over the form thus made and securely fastened in 
place. 

At one side of the roll is located a deflector i, commonly 
known in the art as a “doctor.”” The doctor is hinged, as at 
#. A shield k, hinged at k’, covers and incloses the doc- 
tor and a portion of the roll, preventing foreign material 
from coming in contact with the pulp web which has been 


‘formed. The hinging of this shield k and the doctor i

permits their being swung back to allow the removal of the 
roll or easy access to it when in its operating position. 


The same inventor has been granted patent No. 693,896, 
which while covering a pulp and paper machine, relates 
particularly to an improved form of doctor. 

Fig. 1 .is a sectional side elevati6n of the invention 
Fig. 2 is a detail, on enlarged scale, showing the rela- 
tion of the snout of the doctor to the roll. The letter A 
denotes the tank, which has mounted in it a roll B. The 
novel form of doctor comprises the stack D, connected 
at its top with a suitable suction apparatus E. Connected 
with the bottom of the stack is the stand-pipe F, which 
may lead to another part of the machine, as where it is 
mixed with the bleaching materials, clay, &c., with which 
the pulp must be treated before it is in proper condition to 
be worked into the finished product. A snout G of sub- 
stantially the same width as the roll has an orifice H along 
the edge adjacent to the roll. At the redr the snout is 
preferably reduced in size to a round pipe K, which ex- 
tends into the stack D. When the machine is started, 
there should be sufficient water in the stand-pipe F and 
the bottom of the stack D to form a trap, so that the 
suction apparatus will not draw air in through the stand- 
pipe F. As the roll revolves the particles of pulp collect 
of their own accord on the periphery of the roll and form 
a more or less compact sheet. As this sheet of pulp 
comes under the snout of the doctor the suction deflects 
it from the roll and carries it into the snout, where it 
breaks up and passes through the pipe K, 

Patent No. 693,897, granted to the same inventor, has 


special reference to method and apparatus for drying 
pulp while it is on the forming roll of a wet machine. A

denotes the tank, and B the roll. As the roll rotates in 
the direction of the arrow the pulp immediately begins to 
be deposited on its surface. The roll is divided into 
longitudinal compartments by the partitions C. In order 


to extract the water from the pulp as it forms on the 
roll, there is provided a suction apparatus arranged to ex- 
ert its force on the compartments in the roll as they leave 
the solution in the tank A. A preferred form of accom- 
plishing this result is shown, which consists of the sta- 
tionary plate D, held in position by the angle-irons E, 
which are secured to the end of the tank, as at F. This 
plate has formed in it the recess G, to which a suction- 
pipe may be connected, as at H. The recess may be made 
of such size and shape as to communicate with any num- 
ber of compartments desired, but preferably four, as shown 
in the drawing, the compartments as they pass from the 
solution being almost immediately subjected.to the suction 
action, and the moisture being thereby withdrawn from 
the pulp on the roll.

WOOL PAPER. 


Hans Zilles’ Method of Producing a Sheet Having Rough 
Surfaces and a Mottled, Woolly Appearance— 
Made on the Ordinary Paper Machine. 








Hans Zilles, of Manuaueim, Germany, assignor to the 
Hoffnungs-Thaler Papierfabrik A. & R. Geldmacher, of 
Hoffnungsthal, Germany, nas taken out United States 
patent No. 603,041 covering a method of manufacturing 
wool paper. 

It has hitherto been usual to produce such paper, says 
the inventor, on a paper machine provided with two wires 
or sieves by making an ordinary web of paper on the 
lower wire or sieve and at the same time a second web 
of paper composed of sized animal wool fibres on the 
upper sieve or wire and then pressing the two webs of 
paper together at a suitable point, so that a finished 
product was formed that was smooth on the lower side, 
while the upper side, on the contrary, was rough and had 
a woolly appearance. Now the method of the new in- 
vention differs from that hereinbefore mentioned both in 
being much simpler and in the use of different material. 

According to the new method the wool paper is pro- 
duced ‘at one and the same operation on an ordinary 
paper machine with a single wire or sieve by mixing with 
the raw material for the paper, hereinafter called the 
“paper pulp,” a,corresponding quantity of coarser vege- 
table fibre, particularly ground wood fibres. The pulp 
may be formed of any suitable material and in any usual 
and well-known way. This pulp is then run upon the 
paper wire or sieve in the known manner for the produc- 
tion of the paper. 

The wool paper produced by the present method is 
characterized by being produced much more cheaply than 
similar wool paper hitherto known, and, further, by the 
rough and woolly appearance of its surface, whereby a 
combined effect is produced that has not hitherto been 
attained. In the production of this new wool paper, which 
is therefore composed of a mixture of fine fibres with 
coarser fibres, preferably the fibres of wood which have 
been previously ground, the coarser fibres are deposited 
in all directions on and beside one Another, so that the 
finer fibres are prevented from forming a close thin web 
of paper—that is to say, there are formed on the surface 
of the paper depressions and small cavities —and, further, 
the ends of the upper pulp fibres lie free or stand out, 
so that a rough surface and a woolly appearance are pro- 
duced. The coarser fibres will be dyed with a free run- 
ning color contrasting with the color of the pulp, and 
when they are mixed with the paper pulp the dye will be 
partially transferred from the coarse fibres to the pulp, 
and a product will be obtained in which the coarse fibres 
will have a darker shade of color than the pulp, and the 
two shades will merge into each other uniformly and pro- 
duce a very pleasing effect.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., March 10, 1902.— 
The nearness of Northern New York mills 
to Canadian markets would naturally lead 
to the inference that there would be a 
lively interest here in the controversy be- 
tween Canadian manufacturers and the 
Canadian Press Association, which has re- 
sulted in a reduction of the tariff on news. 
The .action, of the Canadian Government, 
however, causes little comment. The fact 
is that leading manufacturers in this part 
of the State cannot see that a reduced tariff 
or no tariff would be of any benefit to 
them at the present time, nor can they see 
that Canadian manufacturers will be in- 
jured. The consumption of news in the 
Dominion now about equals the produc- 
tion of its mills. The Canadians will prob- 
ably be able to hold their home market 
in competition with the mills in the States 
when protected by a duty of 15 per cent. 
“If they cannot do that,” said a manufac- 
turer, “no one need be uneasy over the oft 
repeated statement that the Dominion, 
with an abundance of water power and 
pulp timber, is to become an important 
factor in the paper making industry on the 
American continent in the future.”

PAPER.—New business is reported of smaller volume 
than might be expected for this time of year. For this 


the weather is principally to blame. Another feature of 
the market is the multiplicity of complaints from buyers 
over the non-delivery of orders filed some time ago. In 
regard to these the manufacturers say that the combina- 
tion of snow, anchor ice and washouts, to say nothing 
of short coal and other troubles, due to impeded trans- 
portation, has rendered it impossible to make deliveries 
as promised. Next to the frequency of the so-called 
“kicks” the disturbance in the News market over the 
prospect of labor troubles occupies the most attention. 
The apprehension on this score was acute enough last 
week to cause the general withdrawal of all quotations on 
News paper. The big News companies continue this 
week to be disturbed over the agitation for shorter hours 
in the mills. As a result of this the whole News market is 
in a very unsettled state. The demand for Book paper 
this week is reported as very fair, but not as strong as 
was expected. However, the fact that practically all the 
mills have a good supply of orders ahead prevents any 
sagging of the quotations. Orders for Super are more 
difficult to get filled on short time than those for Machine 
Finished Book. In regard to the quotations on Book 
papers it can be said that they are fairly steady. The 
demand for Writings is seasonable, but there is no great 
eagerness on the part of buyers. Non-delivery is a stand- 
ing complant of the handlers of Writings as well as those 
dealing in the other kinds of paper. On Manilas the 
feeling of the trade is that they are not quite as firm com- 
paratively as News, Book or Writings. Still the market 
is evidently strong enough to maintain the quotations at 
the old level, as lower figures have, as yet, not been re- 
ported. Boards continue firm. All the mills are very 
busy, and early delivery is out of the question. The 
prospec:ive combine of the Board mills has stiffened the 
market.
